District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  i960.  This  Report  is  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  population  of  the  District  continues  to  increase.  The 
estimated  increase  is  less  than  last  year,  but  the  progressive  rate 
of  building  and  development  must  mean  that  a very  rapid  increase 
is  to  be  expected  in  the  next  few  years.  Public  services  should 
anticipate  this  and  be  prepared  to  meet  it.  In  general,  drainage 
conditions  are  developing,  and  now  a very  large  part  of  the  District 
has  public  sewers  available.  The  Hindhead  Scheme  is  now  ap- 
proaching the  final  stage  of  fruition,  so  Churt  will  be  sewered — this 
is  by  far  the  most  necessary  part  of  the  District.  Once  the  Hind- 
head /Churt  scheme  is  started,  attention  must  be  turned  to  other 
parishes  which  rank  next  in  priority.  Extensions  of  main  drainage 
will  be  costly,  but  the  needs  are  already  there,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  whatever  that  increased  development  will  follow  rapidly 
when  main  services  are  available. 

Water  supplies  give  some  anxiety.  The  water-cart  is  becom- 
ing a familiar  and  frequent  sight  in  many  parts  of  the  District. 
The  development  of  water  distribution  services  is  not  keeping  pace 
with  the  general  development  of  the  District,  and  especially  so  in 
Cranleigh,  where  development  has  been  very  rapid  and  where 
water  shortages  are  particularly  serious.  An  adequate  supply  of 
good  water  is  a necessity  for  good  health,  and  especially  so  in 
modern  living  conditions.  A detailed  report  on  water  supplies  is 
given  in  the  body  of  the  report  by  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  It  was  in  1938  that  I made  the  last  detailed  survey,  and 
there  have  been  changes  since  then^  particularly  in  the  formation 
of  the  Joint  Water  Board. 

A noteworthy  feature  of  this  beautiful  rural  district  is  its 
increasing  use  by  town-dwellers  for  recreation  and  for  health. 
Frensham  Ponds  attract  tens  of  thousands — largely,  it  is  believed, 
from  London  and  Metropolitan  Surrey — at  summer  week-ends,  and 
even  in  the  winter  months  when  the  weather  is  fine  enough  to 
attract  motorists  out  of  doors.  The  Punchbowl  and  other  open 
spaces  are  well  used.  There  are  the  three  large  Camp  Schools — at 
Sheephatch,  Tilford;  Elmbridge,  Cranleigh;  and  Sayer’s  Croft, 
Ewhurst,  which  provide  valuable  country  holidays  with  continued 
education  for  children  from  London  and  the  suburbs;  whilst  Little 
Pond  House,  Tilford,  under  the  aegis  of  the  International  Help  for 
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Children  Society,  provides  country  holidays  for  children  both 
foreign  and  English.  The  number  of  nursing  homes  and  similar 
establishments  is  increasing  rapidly. 

One  could  wish  that  the  many  visitors  to  our  District  would 
show  more  appreciation  by  better  care  and  more  regard  for  others 
— beauty  spots  are  defaced  with  litter,  while  broken  bottles  and 
glass  cause  many  casualties  from  cut  feet,  and  other  injuries,  at 
such  places  as  Frensham  Ponds.  Many  heath  fires  are  caused  by 
careless  visitors,  and  recently  vandalism  and  hooliganism  have 
made  their  appearance:  a case  in  point  is  the  new  annual  damage 
to  the  First  Aid  provisions  and  equipment  at  Frensham.  Educa- 
tion of  the  public  in  consideration  for  others  is  badly  needed. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
has  been  completed,  so  that  in  future  the  only  houses  needing  to 
be  dealt  with  will  be  those  which  fall  below  the  essential  standards 
through  age  or  neglect. 

The  changing  habits  of  the  population  necessitate  an  extension 
of  Health  Propaganda.  Anti-fly  and  food-handling  hygiene  cam- 
paigns are  held  usually  every  summer,  and  special  attention  is 
directed  towards  factory  and  school  canteens,  since  communal  feed- 
ing raises  special  problems  in  food  poisoning  infections.  Health 
propaganda  is  probably  most  effective  by  personal  contact  in  the 
home  by  the  Visiting  Nurse,  and  this  is  one  of  her  very  important 
functions. 

The  health  of  the  district  continues  very  good  and  notifiable 
diseases  call  for  no  comment  here. 

The  continuing  help  of  all  members  of  the  Council  is  much 
appreciated,  and  I am  glad  again  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thank- 
ing all  members  of  my  staff,  without  whose  willing  and  energetic 
co-operation  the  increasing  demands  of  our  work  could  not  be  met.

District  Nurses. — District  Nurses  are  available  in  every  parish. 
This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  through  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers. 
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Health  Visitors. — There  are  8 County  Health  Visitors  in  the 
District  who  visit  homes  under  the  School  Medical  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services.  Their  areas  are  as  follows:

Home  Nursing  and  Home  Help  Service. — These  services  are 
operated  by  the  County  Council. 

The  deficiencies  of  the  Home  Help  Service  in  rural  areas  are 
only  too  well  known.  There  are  too  few  enrolled  helpers,  and  the 
amount  of  time  able  to  be  allotted  to  individuals  is  too  little. 

There  are  many  cases  where  a local  resident  or  a relative 
would  help  in  a particular  household,  especially  old  people,  pro- 
vided they  did  not  have  to  join  the  Home  Help  Service  or  become 
a County  Council  employee  liable  to  be  sent  to  any  other  house- 
hold, and  provided  that  there  was  recompense  for  time  given  up 
or  for  loss  or  employment. 

A recent  joint  Circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  appears  to  give 
authority  for  this  very  arrangement  for  old  people,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  recommendation  will  be  accepted  and  applied  generously 
and  adequately.

The  hos- 
pitals are  in  consequence  no  longer  fully  used  for  tuberculosis,  and 
many  other  conditions  are  treated.

The  Visiting  Nurse  maintains  contact  with  all  aged  persons 
known  to  us  or  reported  from  time  to  time  as  likely  to  be  in  need 
of  help  of  any  kind.  Much  useful  work  is  accomplished. 
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MORTUARIES. 

The  mortuary  arrangements  with  hospitals  at  Milford  and  at 
Farnham  work  smoothly  and  well.  At  Milford  refrigeration  has 
been  installed  and  is  a valuable  improvement. 

During  the  year  34  bodies  were  admitted  to  Milford  and  10  to 
Farnham. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Section  50,  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Two  burials  were 
arranged  under  this  Section  during  i960. 

Burial  Grounds.  One  exhumation  and  reburial  was  carried 
out  at  Bramley.  The  usual  supervision  and  care  was  exercised.

SERVICE. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  appreciated  and  most  valuable  volun- 
tary services^  and  especially  to  old  people.  Its  scope  is  unfor- 
tunately limited  to  the  parishes  of  Bramley,  Wonersh  and  Shamley 
Green,  Ewhurst  and  a part  of  Cranleigh.  It  provides  a fully  quali- 
fied physiotherapist  and  excellent  equipment  to  give  treatment  in 
the  home,  helping  especially  old  people^  ex-hospital  cases,  and  all 
those  who  cannot  possibly  afford  the  time  for  travelling  to  and 
from  Guildford  by  bus  as  well  as  waiting  and  treatment  time. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  are  Fibrositis,  Arthritis,  Injuries, 
and  Neurological  disorders. 

During  1960,  105  new  patients  were  treated,  and  the  average 
number  under  treatment  at  any  one  time  was  22.  1,359  treatments 
were  given  and  some  6,500  miles  travelled. 

VISITING  NURSE. 

The  Nurse's  duties  are  varied^  including  preparation  for  and 
assistance  at  immunisation  sessions,  enquiries  concerning  infectious 
diseases,  collection  of  pathological  specimens,  and  housing  investi- 
gations. Education  in  health  and  hygiene  is  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able incidental  benefits  of  her  visits  to  private  homes.

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FIRST  AID  AT  FRENSHAM  PONDS. 

Members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  for  Hambledon 
Rural,  Farnham  and  Godaiming  continue  this  valuable  service  at 
week-ends  and  on  holidays  throughout  the  summer.  The  number 
of  visitors  to  the  Pond  continues  to  increase,  and  despite  even  the 
inclement  weather  of  the  i960  summer  was  greater  than  ever.

This  is  a record  to  be  proud  of,  and  is  a public  service  of  the 
first  importance.  It  is  a sad  reflection  on  the  times  that  such  work 
is  hampered  at  times  by  hooliganism  and  wanton  damage. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  season  the  R.A.C.  stationed  a mobile 
control  post  in  the  car  park  at  week-ends,  keeping  contact  with 
mobile  road  patrols  in  the  area.  This  can  lead  to  most  valuable 
liaison  between  the  two  services,  to  their  mutual  benefit. 

Early  in  the  summer  a collection  of  broken  glass  on  the  sands 
was  made  by  members  of  a public-spirited  women’s  organisation. 
There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  this  was  a most  valuable  service, 
and  prevented  many  severe  cuts  and  foot  injuries.  These  have 
been  strikingly  reduced  in  numbers  in  i960,  and  largely  due  to  this 
helpful  work. 

Improvements  in  general  provisions  for  the  public  are  fully 
justified  by  the  number  of  visitors.  Sanitary  accommodation  must 
be  improved^  and  better  refreshment  facilities  are  needed  to  replace 
the  one  mobile  cafe  allowed.  More  permanent  and  better  equipped 
premises  are  called  for.  As  a first  step,  the  water  supply  has  been 
brought  across  the  road — in  itself  an  important  safety  precaution 
— and  led  to  taps  in  the  Red  Cross  hut  and  on  a concrete  pillar 
nearer  the  shore. 
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The  Great  Pond  is  National  Trust  property,  almost  but  not 
entirely  in  Surrey,  and  fishing  and  sailing  rights  are  in  private 
ownership.  It  is  not  deep  except  in  one  part,  and  there  are  sandy 
beaches  making  ideal  playgrounds  for  children  and  adults.  Partly 
wooded,  too^  it  is  an  area  of  quite  unusual  natural  beauty,  worthy 
of  preserving  at  any  cost.  The  number  of  visitors  throughout  the 
summer  cannot  be  counted,  but  must  be  numbered  not  in  thou- 
sands but  in  tens  of  thousands. 


The  Little  Pond  is  in  private  ownership,  and  provides  boating 
and  bathing  facilities.  It  is  for  the  most  part  shallow,  nevertheless 
two  deaths  from  drowning  did  occur  in  i960.  Various  suggestions 
were  made  to  try  to  prevent  further  accidents,  but  of  course  it  is 
impossible  to  foresee  all  risks,  especially  where  children  are  con- 
cerned. 


At  both  ponds  the  water  is  examined  occasionally  because  of 
the  enormous  numbers  bathing  there.  In  both  cases  the  water  is 
usually  of  quite  good  pond  or  lake  water  standard. 


MULTIPLE  SCLEROSIS  SOCIETY. 

This  vigorous  young  society  continues  energetically  to  grow 
from  strength  to  strength.  Multiple  or  disseminated  sclerosis  is  not 
notifiable,  so  the  number  of  sufferers  is  unknown.  Certainly  it 
seems  to  be  much  more  common  than  years  ago,  and  a society  such 
as  this  one  does  much  to  encourage  sufferers  as  well  as  providing 
knowledge  how  to  ease  daily  difficulties  and  make  life  easier.  The 
Hon.  Secretary  may  be  contacted  through  Mr.  Farnfield,  c/o

ACCIDENTS. 

The  number  of  accidents  does  not  diminish.  Road  accidents 
make  news,  but  other  types,  especially  in  the  home,  are  more 
numerous.  More  information  is  needed,  and  a beginning  can  be 
made  by  closer  co-operation  with  hospital  casualty  departments. 
Where  accidents  result  in  removal  to  hospital  by  public  ambulance, 
details  are  now  given  to  the  Public  Health  Department.  No  en- 
quiries or  follow-up  can  be  made,  but  the  accumulation  of  infor- 
mation will,  it  is  hoped,  in  due  course  lead  to  better  understanding 
of  causes  and  types  of  common  accidents.  A good  deal  of  propa- 
ganda is  issued,  but  it  is  blindfold  until  we  know  more  of  such 
details.  There  is  certainly  scope  for  real  life-saving  work  in  this 
direction.

LITTLE  POND  HOUSE. 

The  use  of  this  hostel  by  the  International  Help  for  Children 
continued  as  in  previous  years,  the  most  noteworthy  party  being 
19  Austrian  refugees  from  Germany.  They  remained  for  5 months 
or  so,  assisted  by  the  Farnham  Rotary  Club  members.  Some  of 
these  children  had  been  in  contact  with  tuberculosis,  and  six  of 
them  required  careful  supervision  and  special  care.  All  children 
not  previously  protected  were  Mantoux-tested  and  treated  with 
B.C.G.  inoculations.  Protection  against  diphtheria  and  other  in- 
fections was  also  ensured  because  of  the  long  stay  in  this  country. 
The  children  returned  to  Germany  generally  much  improved  in 
health. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  this  Report  in- 
cludes a complete  and  somewhat  detailed  survey  of  the  water 
supplies  of  the  area.  No  such  complete  statement  has  been  pre- 
pared since  my  original  comprehensive  and  detailed  survey  in  1938, 
and  the  changes  since  then  are  specially  noted. 

In  general  the  whole  District  is  covered  by  a public  supply, 
with  a relatively  small  number  of  private  wells  in  remote  localities 
only.  The  major  undertakings  are: — 

The  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  supplying  the  western 
part  of  the  District,  i.e.,  the  parishes  of  Dockenfield,  Fren- 
sham,  Elstead,  Tilford  and  Thursley. 

The  Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board, 

which  supplies  all  the  rest  of  the  Rural  District.  This  Water' 
Board  was  formed  in  1952  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  follow- 
ing water  undertakings: —

Shere  Manor — Estate  Supply — covering  Shere  Parish. 

More  recently  the  Haslemere  Council’s  water  undertaking  was 
added,  whilst  certain  private  supplies  have  been  absorbed  or 
abolished,  including  the  Albury  Estate  Supply  and  Lythe  Hill^ 
Chiddingfold. 

The  Water  Board’s  sources  in  the  rural  area  (that  is  to  say 
both  the  Guildford  and  Hambledon  Rural  Districts)  are  at — 


Milford  (Rodborough  and  Mousehill  boreholes). 

Brook  (Witley), 

Vann  Lane,  Hambledon, 

The  Nore,  Bramley, 

Netley  Mill,  Gomshall, 

Brookswood,  Chilworth  (part  of  the  Old  St.  Martha 
Waterworks),  Shere. 


There  are  also  sources  at  Haslemere  and  in  the  Boroughs  of  Guild- 
ford and  Godaiming. 

Some  of  these  sources  give  anxiety,  notably  the  streams  used 
at  Vann  Lane,  where  the  water  is  quite  seriously  contaminated  and 
breakpoint  chlorination  is  used  as  an  additional  safeguard. 

The  Wey  Valley  Co.  is  a very  large  public  service  providing 
a first-rate  service  and  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  wholesome 
water.  Water  in  the  main  is  provided  from  deep  boreholes  pene- 
trating the  lower  greensand  and  scattered  very  widely  over  Surrey 
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and  Hampshire.  In  this  district  there  are  deep  boreholes  at  Til- 
ford  and  at  Tilford  Meads,  the  principal  reservoirs  being  high  on 
the  Hindhead  slopes.  The  raw  water  is  of  high  quality  and  free 
from  contamination.  It  is  passed  through  pressure  filters  and 
chlorinated  before  distribution  via  the  reservoir  of  more  than  a 
million  gallons  capacity.  There  is  thus  adequate  contact  time. 

There  are  frequent  shortages  in  the  area  of  the  Water  Board’s 
supply,  principally  in  Cranleigh,  Chiddingfold,  Bramley  and 
Shamley  Green,  and  some  of  them  have  been  serious.  It  is  hoped 
they  will  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

Frequently  water  shortages  are  notified  by  the  public  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  in  the  first  place,  but  some  complaints 
go  directly  to  the  Water  Board  and  are  only  heard  of  at  a later 
date.  The  use  of  water-cart  delivery  of  water,  which  occurred 
many  times  over  considerable  areas  of  the  District,  is  a most  inade- 
quate and  unsatisfactory  method  in  a residential  and  agricultural 
area  such  as  this.  The  heavily  iron-stained  water  from  the  Ockford 
source  too  continues  to  be  a very  justified  cause  of  complaint  and 
is  frequently  unusable. 

It  is  fervently  hoped  that  the  shortages  and  deficiencies  which 
still  recur  so  frequently  will  be  rapidly  dealt  with.  The  supply 
area  is  very  wide,  and  full  of  difficulties  and  complications  due  to 
the  multiplicity  of  sources  and  local  supplies.  After  9 years  of 
management  by  the  Joint  Water  Board  the  public  feel  impatient. 

Analyses  of  all  supplies  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  De- 
partment in  accordance  with  the  system  established  many  years 
ago,  viz.,  chemical  analyses  twice  yearly,  spring  and  autumn;  bac- 
teriological examinations  quarterly  from  all  supplies  and  monthly 
from  chalk  sources.  Copies  of  all  analyses  are  sent  to  the  respec- 
tive water  undertakings,  and  in  return  both  the  Water  Board  and 
the  Wey  Valley  Water  Co.  send  copies  of  their  own  analyses  taken 
from  every  source  of  supply.  This  is  a particularly  useful  col- 
laboration of  mutual  benefit. 

The  quality  in  all  cases  is  satisfactory  (apart  from  occasional 
very  slight  bacterial  pollution  of  a very  few  sources) , and  purifica- 
tion and  chlorination  provide  an  adequate  safeguard  for  the  public 
supplies. 

There  is  no  excess  of  metals,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Ockfordl 
source  of  the  Water  Board.  Here,  there  is  gross  discoloration  by 
iron  in  the  water,  which  is  supplied  mainly  to  Busbridge,  Hamble- 
don,  Hascombe  and  Witley.  This  often  amounts  to  9.0  parts  per 
million,  and  prevents  its  use  for  laundering  as  well  as  being  un- 
palatable. This  is  a complaint  that  has  existed  for  a great  many 
years,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a complete  remedy  will  be  provided 
when  the  boreholes  at  Milford  are  brought  into  full  use  and  the 
Ockford  source  discontinued. 
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There  is  no  plumbo-solvent  action.  This  has  been  checked 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company,  and  prior 
to  formation  of  the  Water  Board  tests  were  made  of  all  sources 
within  the  Rambled  on  Rural  District:  in  no  case  was  there  any 
plumbo-solvent  action.  It  is  assumed  that  these  tests  are  now  made 
by  the  Water  Board. 

The  Haslemere  water  is  decidedly  acid  due  to  dissolved  CO2, 
but  there  is  no  plumbo-solvent  action:  exhaustive  and  elaborate 
tests  were  conducted  a few  years  ago.  A bulk  supply  has  been  ob- 
tained from  the  Haslemere  undertaking  for  many  years  before  the 
Water  Board  absorbed  the  water  undertaking  in  April,  i960. 

In  the  rural  area  extensions  of  mains  have  been  made  to  sup- 
ply new  housing  estates  and  at  Catteshall  Lane,  and  also  to  supply 
the  new  County  Secondary  School  at  Milford. 

Private  Estate  Supplies.  Three  of  the  small  private  under- 
takings have  now  been  connected  to  public  supplies. 

Those  at  Witley  Park  and  at  Furnace  Place,  Chiddingfold, 

continue,  though  it  is  possible  that  the  latter  will  in  due  course  be 
able  to  take  a supply  from  an  extension  proposed  in  the  County  of 
Sussex.  The  Witley  Park  supplies  do  give  anxiety  from  time  to 
time,  as  is  generally  the  case  with  all  such  small  waterworks.  In 
one  case  deliberate  vandalism  and  wanton  damage  at  a well  caused 
trouble. 

The  table  on  page  2^sets  out  details  of  supplies  of  water  to 
houses.  There  is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  305  main  supplies 
inside,  and  a diminution  of  37  external.  The  number  supplied  by 
wells  and  springs  is  less  by  88.  Private  supplies  also  are  down  by 
39.  All  these  figures  are  good,  showing  a rapid  transference  to 
public  water  supplies  brought  into  houses. 
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RAINFALL. 

It  is  worth  putting  on  record  that  at  Cranleigh  the  rainfall  in 
October  was  the  highest  since  records  have  been  kept,  that  is,  since 
1905.  Over  7.5  inches  fell  at  Cranleigh,  and  slightly  more  at  Has- 
combe,  whilst  rainfall  was  recorded  on  25  days  during  the  month. 
PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District,  although 
there  are  several  private  ones  at  residential  schools,  and  at  least 
one  hotel  has  its  own  pool.  A good  deal  of  use  is  made  of  lakes  and 
streams,  depending  on  the  weather,  and  a special  note  on  certain 
of  these  was  given  in  last  year’s  report. 

WATERCRESS  BEDS. 

A considerable  quantity  of  watercress  is  grown  for  the  market  in 
beds  at  Shamley  Green.  The  water  supply  is  satisfactory  and  the 
beds  carefully  managed.  Four  samples  of  water  were  examined 
during  the  relative  short  marketing  season  of  this  particular  variety 
of  watercress. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Constructional  work  on  the  Elstead  main  drainage  scheme 
was  completed  early  in  1961. 

Chart  and  Hindhead  Sewerage  Scheme.  As  reported  last  year, 
the  scheme  for  sewering  Churt  has  made  progress.  Contracts  have 
been  placed,  and  the  work  should  be  started  during  ig6i. 

The  various  small  disposal  works  throughout  the  District  con- 
tinue to  work  satisfactorily,  though,  as  always  with  such  small 
undertakings,  troubles  at  times  are  unavoidable. 

SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  CESSPOOL 
EMPTYING. 

Both  services  are  satisfactorily  and  efficiently  carried  out.  The 
refuse  tips  are  carefully  maintained,  and  give  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint. The  demand  for  weekly  collection  of  refuse  gathers 
momentum,  though  it  is  difficult  to  justify  in  a rural  district  except 
in  special  circumstances,  and  where  these  exist  special  consideration 
is  already  given  and  extra  collections  arranged. 

Further  details  of  both  services  are  given  in  the  appended 
Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  case  of  suspected  pollution  came  to  our  notice  during  i960. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

There  is  naturally  very  little  nuisance  from  smoke  in  a rural 
district  such  as  this,  although  an  occasional  complaint  is  received. 
The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  Inspector  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Act,  and  a note  of  observations  for  atmospheric  pollution  is 
included  in  his  Report. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  is  only  one  privately  owned  slaughterhouse  in  use,  and 
it  has  been  brought  up  to  modem  requirements.  A second  slaughter- 
house is  still  in  the  course  of  modernisation. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES,  i960 
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HOUSING 

The  Slum  Qearance  Programme  has  been  completed,  as  re- 
ported last  year,  and  it  may  now  be  said  there  are  no  longer  any 
slum  properties  in  the  District.  At  the  same  time  there  will  always 
be  occasional  unfit  houses,  sometimes  due  to  neglect,  sometimes 
merely  to  old  age  or  age  plus  poor  construction. 

There  has  been  a tremendous  salvage  of  old  property,  values 
being  quite  unrealistic  but  enabling  private  enterprise  to  modernise 
old,  worn-out  properties  wherever  the  structural  stability  justifies 
it.  This  contribution  to  better  housing  standards  is  incalculable, 
and  is  likely  to  continue  and  progress. 

These  vastly  improved  housing  conditions  must  make  a tre- 
mendous contribution  to  the  general  public  health. 

A full  statement  on  Slum  Clearance  and  houses  repaired  with 
the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  is  appended. 

HOUSING  PROGRAMME. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the 
following  table  and  notes.

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The  rehousing  needs  of  childless  couples  or  2 persons  of  the 
same  sex^  such  as  mother  and  daughter,  require  special  considera- 
tion. They  have  in  the  past,  quite  properly,  had  to  give  way  to 
the  needs  of  families  with  children,  but  the  time  has  now  come 
when  they  should  be  considered.  There  really  has  been  no  provi- 
sion for  such  people  previously,  with  the  consequence  that  many 
such  couples,  really  deserving  Council  accommodation,  have  never 
even  applied  to  the  Council  as  they  felt  it  would  be  a waste  of 
time. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  waiting  list  at  31st 
December  was  400,  compared  with  317  at  the  end  of  1959. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  obvious  signs  of  pressure  to  permit  caravans 
and  to  establish  caravan  sites,  moving  gradually  south  or  out- 
ward from  London.  There  is  no  serious  difficulty  yet,  but  the 
problem  is  likely  to  increase  within  the  next  few  years.  The 
strictest  supervision  and  watchfulness  will  therefore  be  necessary. 

Following  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Con- 
trol of  Development  Act,  i960,  in  July,  Model  Conditions  have 
been  prepared  for  application  to  sites  within  this  District.  Because 
of  the  vastly  different  circumstances  applying  in  different  parts  of 
the  area,  these  standards  must  of  necessity  be  to  a great  extent 
flexible,  but  of  course  the  general  public  health  requirements  are 
basically  the  same. 

The  Compasses,  Alfold,  and  Half  Moon,  Thursley.  Work 
is  in  hand  at  these  caravan  sites  to  provide  hard  standings,  roads 
and  fire-fighting  equipment  in  accordance  with  the  model  standards 
issued  by  the  Ministry  under  the  New  Act. 

During  the  year  27  applications  were  received  to  site  movable 
dwellings.  13  were  refused,  and  licences  were  issued  for  a period 
of  6 months  only  in  respect  of  14  caravans  and  2 sites  for  35 
caravans. 


HOUSING  ACTS,  1958-9. 

During  i960,  147  visits  were  made  with  reference  to  applica- 
tions for  improvement  grants  towards  cost  of  improvements  to  pro- 
perties. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  400  Discretionary  Grants 
have  been  approved,  and  of  these  328  completd,  as  under:

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  number  of  cases  of  unsatisfactory  or  contaminated  food- 
stuffs increases,  no  doubt  due  largely  to  the  changing  habits  of  the 
housewife,  who  in  general  does  less  home  cooking  and  food  pre- 
paration nowadays. 

Bread,  wrapped  and  unwrapped,  has  been  complained  of,  as 
well  as  flour  and  pastry.  Canned  meat  and  even  fruit  has  also  been 
reported  unsatisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  milk  bottles  are  occa- 
sionally found,  sometimes  undoubtedly  due  to  the  misuse  of  bottles 
by  the  public,  e.g.  their  use  as  flower  vases  or  even  paint  con- 
tainers. 

As  much  propaganda  as  possible  is  directed  towards  cleanliness 
in  food  handling  in  kitchens  and  canteens,  by  posters,  press  articles 
and  through  Parish  Councils,  women's  organisations  and  wherever 
a fruitful  opportunity  offers.  Health  propaganda  is  directed  also 
towards  prevention  of  infections  through  coughing  and  sneezing, 
the  dangers  from  flies  and  other  pests,  and  in  other  directions. 
Probably  the  most  useful  of  all  is  the  personal  approach,  especially 
by  the  Visiting  Nurse,  when  making  enquiries  concerning  infectious 
disease  or  other  circumstances. 


MILK  SUPPLIES. 

All  milk  in  distribution  is  sampled  regularly.  All  samples  are 
subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  test.  Pasteurised  milk  to  the 
Phosphatase  test,  and  any  samples  of  Pasteurised  failing  that  test 
are  examined  biologically  for  tuberculosis.  T.T.  unpasteurised 
milks  are  tested  biologically:  all  the  i960  samples  were  negative. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960.  These  Regu- 
lations transferred  to  the  County  Council,  as  from  January  ist, 
1961,  the  registration  and  issue  of  dealers’  licences  for  specially 
designated  milks.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  the  District  Council  should  continue  inspections  and  sampling  as 
before,  acting  as  agents  of  the  County  Council  with  appropriate 
financial  adjustments. 

ICE  CREAM. 

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  District,  the  major  por- 
tion being  the  products  of  firms  with  nation-wide  distribution.  The 
ice  cream  is  sold  mainly  in  pre-packed  form.  Of  the  51  samples 
taken  during  i960,  44  were  Grade  I.  and  7 Grade  IT;  none  con- 
tained faecal  coli. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS.

The  small  number  of  notified  infectious  cases  during  i960,  as 
compared  with  1959,  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the  small  number  of 
measles  and  the  absence  of  a food  poisoning  outbreak  as  in  the 
previous  year.  Measles  occurs  every  second  year,  so  1961  will  see 
these  figures  again  expanding.

ANTHRAX  was  made  a notifiable  disease  from  December 
1st,  i960.  It  has,  of  course,  been  notifiable  in  animals,  and  the 
strictest  precautions  observed  in  the  destruction  of  infected  animal 
carcases  and  over  disinfection.  Occurrences  are  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  police  and  by  copies  of  thq 
Veterinary  Certificates,  and  enquiries  are  made  concerning  the 
risk  to  any  humans,  appropriate  action  being  taken  where  neces- 
sary. No  cases  in  human  beings  have  occurred  in  this  District. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

We  still  use  the  term  Scarlet  Fever  though  Haemolytic  Strep- 
tococcal Infection  would  be  a better  term.  Some  cases  show  the 
typical  rash,  some  no  more  than  sore  throat,  though  the  results 
of  infection  are  very  varied  in  type  and  severity. 
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Infections  in  schools  are  particularly  difficult  to  cope  with  and 
are  apt  to  linger  on  despite  every  care,  new  cases  cropping  up  con- 
stantly. Dust  no  doubt  plays  an  important  role  in  keeping  these 
epidemics  going.  Such  an  occurrence  continued  at  one  or  two  resi- 
dential schools  in  the  spring  until  holidays  dispersed  the  pupils. 
One  fatal  case  of  pneumonia  resulted  at  one  such  school,  caused  by 
the  same  haemolytic  streptococcal  infection. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Only  one  case  was  notified:  a boy  of  I2,  and  fortunately  non- 
paralytic. It  may  well  have  been  associated  with  a case  that  oc- 
curred three  weeks  earlier  in  a gipsy  resident  just  outside  the 
County  but  only  a couple  of  fields  distant. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination.  In  February  vaccination  was  ex- 
tended to  every  person  up  to  the  age  of  40,  as  well  as  the  special 
categories  already  allowed.  Later  it  was  extended  further  to  all 
ages,  as  a prescribable  item  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

One  case  of  Solanine  poisoning  occurred  from  eating  potatoes 
baked  in  their  jackets.  Solanine  is  a poison  present  normally  in 
potatoes  in  traces  only,  but  increased  by  exposure  to  light  whilst 
growing.  In  this  case  the  remainder  of  the  potatoes  showed  an 
increase  from  the  normal  10  mgm.  per  1,000  grammes  to  16  mgm. 
As  a rule  25  agm.  or  more  per  1,000  grammes  is  considered  in- 
jurious. 

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

Considerable  importance  is  attached  to  maintaining  continuous 
propaganda  by  every  reasonable  means.  Probably  the  most  effec- 
tive work  is  done  by  personal  instruction  and  advice,  as  given 
principally  by  the  Visiting  Nurse.  This  is  undoubtedly  of  very 
great  value  in  infectious  disease  prevention  and  also  over  food 
hygiene.  There  is  room  for  considerable  extension  of  this  service, 
and  it  could  be  particularly  easily  carried  out,  perhaps,  amongst 
Council  house  tenants. 

An  anti-fly  and  food-handling  hygiene  campaign  was  the 
special  features  of  our  propaganda  this  year,  and  posters.  Parish 
Councils,  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  others  all  helped. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

We  have  had  no  cases  of  diphtheria  for  the  last  12  years. 

Eighteen  contacts  of  a London  case  of  diphtheria  came  into  the 
District.  All  were  appropriately  treated  by  boosting  doses  of  pro- 
phylactic, but  the  discovery  of  the  contact  condition  was  made 
almost  accidentally  by  this  Department:  this  is  mentioned  to  em- 
phasise again  the  importance  of  diphtheria  immunisation  to  all 
children.  Fortunately,  in  this  instance,  no  infection  resulted. 
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DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Dr.  Pollock  has  prepared  the  following  statement  on  the  Im- 
munisation Scheme. 

The  importance  of  immunisation  against  Dipththeria  has  been 
highlighted  in  i960  and  the  earlier  part  of  1961  by  outbreaks  of  the 
disease  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  Many  cases  occurred  and 
many  carriers  were  also  removed  to  Isolation  hospitals.  The  out- 
standing feature  of  i960  was  that  5 children  died  in  England  and 
Wales  compared  with  no  deaths  in  1959.  Parents  should  realise 
that  immediate  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  no  protection 
against  the  disease  in  the  presence  of  infection,  as  immunity  takes': 
time  to  develop. 

No  child  suffered  from  Diphtheria  in  the  Hambledon  Rural 
District  during  i960.  The  acceptance  of  immunisation  is  satisfac- 
tory in  the  schools,  where  the  doctor  visits  to  carry  out  the  treat- 
ment. However,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  per- 
centage of  children  immunised  under  one  year  of  age  is  too  low, 
and,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  indicates  a reluctance  on  the  mother’s 
part  to  trouble  to  take  the  child  to  the  clinic  or  doctor’s  surgery. 
There  are,  however,  a few  cases  where  illness  or  other  medical  con- 
ditions delay  the  completion  of  immunisation  until  the  child  has 
passed  the  age  of  one  year. 


Immunisation:  School  Children. 

Only  those  children  whose  immunisation  is  complete  are  re- 
garded as  "immunised,”  i.e._j^  two  primary  injections  or  a re- 
immunising dose  within  the  preceding  5 years.  The  figures  for

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Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children,  Immunisa- 
tion against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox. — Many  of  the  requests  for  this  service  come 
from  the  parents  of  large  families  who  live  in  rural  areas  remote 
from  buses,  clinics  and  doctors'  surgeries.  Health  Visitors  request 
treatment  for  children  whose  parents  are  unable  to  visit  the  local 
clinic,  or  who  refuse  treatment  unless  it  is  given  at  home. 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offered  to  all  children  at  the 
same  time  as  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  immunisation,  and  is 
performed  also  in  the  home  if  necessary.  The  following  table  gives

It  is  most  gratifying  that  deaths  from  tuberculosis  remain  so 
very  low,  and  indeed  show  a further  slight  drop — from  4 deaths 
in  1959  to  3 this  year.  Once  again  the  new  notifications  numbered 
only  8,  and  it  is  a curious  commentary  on  the  change  in  conditions 
that  whereas  a few  years  ago  one  of  our  principal  concerns  was 
lest  cows  infected  human  beings,  we  are  now  concerned  lest  humans 
infect  cows.  The  preservation  of  a Tuberculin  Tested  herd  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  in  maintaining  a milk  supply  free  from  risk  ol 
tuberculosis,  and  the  occurrence  of  a human  case  of  tuberculosis 
connected  with  such  a herd  gives  rise  to  serious  alarm.  This  has 
happened  more  than  once.

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HAMBLEDON  CARE  COMMITTEE  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS 
AND  CHEST  DISEASES. 

As  will  be  noticed  from  the  heading  of  this  report,  the  Com- 
mittee's Title  has  now  been  altered  to  Hambledon  Care  Committee 
for  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Diseases.  This  is  consequent  upon  the 
extension  of  activities,  and  following  the  lead  of  the  co-ordinating 
body  at  County  Hall  which  has  now  adopted  the  title  of  The  Stand- 
ing Conference  of  Surrey  Care  Committees  for  Tuberculosis  and 
Chest  Diseases. 

During  the  year  1960/61,  the  Committee  held  three  meetings. 
Twenty-three  cases  were  considered  and  direct  assistance  was  given 
in  three  cases. 

The  Public  Health  Department  Nurse  paid  35  visits  to  tuber- 
culosis cases  during  the  year,  mainly,  of  course,  in  connection  with 
housing  and  the  prevention  of  infection. 

Yet  again  the  result  of  the  Christmas  Seals  Sale  and  Annual 
Appeal  exceeded  all  previous  records  with  the  sum  of  £132  13s.  7d. 
Direct  assistance  to  cases  accounted  for  £33  14s.  7d.  of  the  expendi- 
ture, £100  was  sent  to  the  central  funds  of  the  Standing  Conference 
of  Surrey  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees,  and  £50  was  paid  to  the 
Children’s  Holiday  Scheme.  Two  children  from  our  own  area 
participated  in  the  holiday  in  iq6o.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly  where  required,  upon  payment  of  ninepence  per  bin. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose,  four 
of  which  are  petrol  driven  10  cubic  yard  side  loaders,  and  three 
are  diesel  driven  20  cubic  yard  rear  loaders. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority' a 
tips  in  the  District.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  roof  racks  attached 
to  the  lorries  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depots. 

Cleansing  of  Pail  Qosets. 

The  Council  undertake  cleansing  of  pail  closets  throughout 
the  District.  The  work  is  done  by  3 cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with 
night  soil  equipment. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  free  of  charge,  if  re- 
quired, once  in  every  quarter.  Seven  (800  gallon)  emptiers  are 
used  for  this  work. 

The  sewage  removed  is  disposed  of  mainly  by  means  of  dis- 
tribution on  arable  lands  by  arrangement  with  farmers.  Suitable 
land  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  find.  Alternative 
means  of  disposal  is  to  be  sought.  Some  is  discharged  into  the 
Council’s  sewers  at  Cranleigh.
